9. To see if the town will vote to raise $200.00 for police 
patrol and to protect our property against theft for the ensuing 
year. 

10. To see if the town will vote to raise $600.00 to assist town 
poor and make appropriation for the same. 

11. To see if the town will vote to allow 2% discount on all 
taxes paid before August Ist and 1% on all taxes paid before 
October Ist.
